Fo llo wing the death o f Alfred Du ke, 
his wido w made deeds fo r all the farm 
land left to her, g iv ing it to her so n, 
Walter Du ke. 
On Janu ary lOfch, a 
fo rty and eig hty acre tract was deed­ 
ed to him and o n Janu ary 221,7 0 acres 
and the o ld ho me place o f 140 acres 
came into his po ssessio n by v irtu e o f a 
free deed fro m his mo ther. 
Febrnary 
12th, he was g iv en the last acre she 
po ssessed in the u ndiv ided half inter­ 
est o f a farm o f 26 0 acres, which came 
fro m the estate o f her father, 
E lijah 
Mo o re, g reat g rand 
father o f the 
Wrig ht g irl. 
The o nly share Lo la Wrig ht was 
g iv en in the larg e estate was $1430 in 
mo ney and a half interest in liK> acres, 
which was o rdered to be so ld by the 
co u rt, and her part g iv en her in cash. 
Walter Du ke receiv es a like amo u nt 
o f this div isio n. 
The lu nacy pro ceeding s are being 
bro u g ht, say s the Wrig ht g irl’s atto r­ 
ney s, that a g u ardian may be appo int 
ed fo r America Du ke, and the deeds 
set aside. 
They claim that the g irl, 
who is the o wn blo o d o f the eider 
Du ke, is no t receiv ing any thing like 
a fair div isio n o f the estate. 
Since the death o f Alfred Du ke. 
America Du ke and so n Walter pu r­ 
chased 100 acres o f the Green farm, 
and this, to g ether with o ther lau ds 
which the mo ther deeded 
Walter, 
makes a to tal o f 6 20 acres. 
Lo la Wrig ht is no w nineteen y ears 
o f ag e, and 
made her ho me with 
Mrs. Frances E. Staffo rd fo r many 
y ears ta this city 
They no w reside 
in Indianapo lis. 
Her mo ther was the 
o nly dau g hter o f Mr. and Mrs Alfred 
Du ke, and was [killed in a ru naway 
accident o n the o ld Milro y pike when 
the g irl was hardly two y ears o f ag e. 
She was a prime fav o rite with her 
wealthy g randfather, and nearly ev ery ­ 
o ne acqu ainted w ith the family , an 
ticipated that he wo u ld pro v ide fo r a 
half div isio n in his estate in his will. 
Bu t a will has nev er been fo u nd. 
Du ring Alfred Dnke’s life time he 
pro v ided fo r the .'y o u ng 
g irl, while 
she attended scho o l in this city . 
By v irtu e o f the deeds g iv en, Ameri 
ca Du ke retains a life interest in the 
entire estate, which she held with her 
late hnsband by entireties. 
So me there are who bring o u t the 
fact that in ev ent o f Walter D u ke ’s 
death, u nder present 
ho lding s, the 
bu lk o f^the estate wo u ld g o to o ne no t 
o f the Du ke blo o d, while the o wn flesh 
and blo o d wo u ld be receiv ing a paltry 
appro x imate o ne six th o r sev enth.

The capital stock is $9 8 ,338 ,- 
38 2. 
Financiers and those seeking 
knowledge of the ex act profits of the 
Standard Oil company hav e striv en 
v ainly to obtain the figures which Mr. 
Kellogg succeeded in p« acing upon tho 
record of the court.
